dam with individuals concerned 
during their stay in Porterville. 

Col. Gorlinski, and his assis- 
tants, are conduting an ‘‘on-the- 
ground” study of four projects 
in the San Joaquin valley area: 
The Pine Flat project on the 
Kings river; the Terminus dam 
project on the Kaweah river; 
the Success dam project and the 
Isabella dam on the Kern river.

Potato Losses 
Are Reported High 


Potato loss in the southern 
Tulare county area, as a result 
of the record cold spell in Janu- 
ary, are running high, accord- 
ing to reports of growers, with 
unofficial figures indicating that 
60 per cent of the crop in the 
ground wag ruined by frost. 

At the time of the freeze, 
about 40 per cent of the total 
crop had been dug. At the pre- 
sent time, an estimated eight 
per cent of the crop remains in 
the ground. 

Loss was heaviest in the bet- 
ter grades of potatoes, since the 
larger spuds tend to grow near- 
er the top of the ground.

FOR COTTON PLANTING ADVISED

Marvin Hoover, Extension Ser- 
vice specialist in Cotton, last 
week urged growers to turn cot- 
ton stalks and other crop resi- 
dues as soon as possible so they 
will start decomposing. This will 
permit preparation of a better 
seed bed for the crop this spring. 
Hoover spoke recently on soil 
preparation for cotton planting 
at a meet_ng of 140 cotton grow- 
ers in the Tulare County Farm 
Bureau office in Visalia. 

Cotton land should be prepar- 
ed as long as possible in advance 
of planting the crop. Remains of 
previous crops should be disced 
or chopped up thoroughly and 
turned under in the soil, since 
they will not rot on the surface

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of the land. After this is done 
the land should be releveled if 
necessary, allowed to settle, and 
put in good condition for crop 
planting. 


Good Seed Bed 

The speaker emphasized that a 
good seed bed should be firm 
and free from clods. However he 
urged growers not to work the 
land more than necessary to pro- 
duce o good seed bed. Too mucli 
working of the soil produces poor 
soil condition, causes compaction 
of the soil and reduces penetra- 
tion of irrigation water. 

In reply to a question as to 
the proper time to plant cot- 
ton, Hoover stated that cotton 
planting time should be govern- 
ed by soil temperature and not 
the calender. He advised growers 
to take an ordinary household 
thermometer and place the blub 
in the ground to a depth of 8 
inches. The temperature should 
be read at 8 A. M. each morning 
during the general cotton plant- 
ing season. 


Fast Germination 

Whenever the soil temperature 
has reached 58 degrees F and re- 
mains there for two or three days 
experience has shown that cot- 
ton plants will germinate rapidly 
and make fast early growth, 
thus the plants will get off to a 
good start. 

The temperature at the sur- 
face soil will fluctuate with the 
time of day but at 8 inches depth 
the soil temperature remains 
nearly constant, gradually warm- 
ing up as the psring season pro- 
gresses.

Boke, Krug 
And Bids Center 
CVP Canal Picture 


Secretary of the Interior, J. 
A. Krug and Regional D‘rector 
Richard L. Boke took the center 
of the picture this week as far 
as the Central Valleys project 
is concerned, with Mr. Krug 
stating that the canals of the 
Central Valley Project, includ- 
ing the Friant-Kern canal, will 
be in regular operation by the 
spring of 1951. 

Mr. Boke drew headlines when 
he declared h’‘s definite inten- 
tions of staying on the job as 
regional director of the United 
States bureau or reclamation (his 
office is in Sacramento) al- 
though his pay, which was stop- 
per at the last session of con- 
gress, Was acutally discontinued 
January 31. 

Mr. Krug said that Mr. Boke 
could still exercise the authority 
of his office, even though not be- 
ing paid, while United States 
Senator Sheridan Downey declar- 
ed that in his opinion an ind'vi- 
dual not on the federal payroll 
cannot act as a federal official. 

Meanwhile, announcement has 
been made that bids for construc- 
tion of 17 miles of Friant-Kern 
canal from White River south 
into the Delano area will be cal- 
led for within the next two 
months, Additional work on the 
Delta Mendota canal will also 
be up for bid in the near future. 


Frozen Citrus 
Should Be Taken 
Off Trees Now 


Citrus fruit of no value still 
hanging on the trees should be 
removed as soon as possible says 
Clem Meith, Tulare county assis- 
tant farm advisor. Experience 
following the 1937 freeze indica- 
ted that the succeeding crop 
would be increased if the fruit 
is removed promptly. 

Mr. Meith stated that many 
growers have been inquiring as 
to the treatment of trees showing 
bark spliting. Injured bark 
should not be covered with wax, 
sealing paints, budding cloth or 
other like material which pre- 
vent drying out because such 
treatments favors the develop- 
ment of gummosis and wood rots. 

Damaged bark should be left 
strictly alone until several 
months after the freeze. Then 
the dead areas should be cut: out 
smoothly and the exposed wood 
disinfected and painted.

In the early morning the rain 
started and by 4 p. m., even 
though the atmosphere began to 
brighten somewhat, the rain

Grain Tests 
Lubking 


At 
‘anch 
Two series Of grain variety 
trials have been ééstablished in 
Tulare county, one at the Henry 
Lubking ranch, Ducor, the other 
on the Ezra Heise ranch at Wau- 
kéna. Both are being handled 
in cooperation with the Agricul- 
tural Extension service of the 
University of California. 

“The purpose of these trials 
is to obtain information on the 
comparative yields and adapta- 
bilities of the different grain 
varieties in this area,” stated 
Ralph L. Worrell, Tulare county 
assistant farm advisor. “Both 
plantings included five varieties 
of oats, six varieties of wheat 
and seven varieties of barley. The 
Lubking trial is on dry-farmed 
red hardpan soil while the Heise 
trial is on irrigated heavy clay 
soil. 

“Considerable information has 
been obtained from such varie- 
ty trials in years past, informa- 
tion which farmers have used to 
increase or decrease the acre- 
age which they plant of the dif- 
ferent grain varieties. We hope 
to obtain still further informa- 
tion from the trials this year.” 

Mr. Worrell invites farmers 
to stop and inspect these plots 
throughout the growing season 
to compare the different varie- 
ties.

Below one of Jendresen’s 
good used cars and just above 
some Valentine candy, I have lo- 
cated a statement in last Fri- 
day’s Farm Tribune’ which 
arouses in me the desire to take 
issue. 

There, amid these luxurious 
surroundings, one Bill Rodgers 
voiced his opinion that the fam- 
ily which forms the core of the 
present Barn Theatre production 
of “The Late Christopher Bean” 
spoke “like the family of a New 
England doctor is supposed to 
talk but probably doesn’t.”

RAMIE OFFERS GOOD PROSPECTS 
AS COUNTY AGRICULTURAL CROP 


With the newly-developed fi- 
bre plant, ramie, having been 
successfully grown in the Fres- 
no vicinity and with a mill to 
handle commercial production of 
ramie products going in a Fow- 
ler, some farmers of southern Tu- 
lare county are investigating the 
possibility of profitable ramie 
production in this area. 

The ramie fibre is said to have 
many uses since it can be woven 
into coarse, heavy canvas and in- 
to delicate, sheer fabrics. It

blends well with wool, cotton 
and rayon, dyes readily and takes 
color nicely. It is said to wash 
better than other textiles and 
does not rot in water. 


Loam Soil Best 
A wide variety of soils are 


said to be suitable for produc- 
tion of the ramie plant, but it 
does best on sandy loams. Soil 
should be deep, since the plant 
develops an extensive root sys- 
tem, and soil productiveness must 
be maintained. 

During the growth of the plant 
only sufficent cultivation is re- 
quired to keep down weeds. Irri- 
gation is by furrow and water 
must reach ‘roots only by seep- 
age, since plants will not sur- 
vive if roots stand in water. 

Grown From Root 

Ramie is grown from roots, 
with “eyes” in two to four inch 
sections, planted in rows about 
three feet apart and roots two 
feet apart in the row, a setting 
that requires about 5,000 plants 
per acre. Certain strains of the 
ramie plant are best adapted to 
certain soil types and to produc- 
tion of certain types of fibre. 

The plant is relativey free 
from insect pest and disease, 
however, it is killed to the 
ground by frost. 


Sprouts Early 

Ramie plants will sprout about 
two weeks after being set out 
and during the second season 
will stool out and cover the 
ground area, The plant is a per- 
ennial and seasoned growth 
springs from old roots as well 
as new following each cutting. 

The plant grows in stalks and 
from two to four cuttings can 
be obtained each year. Total 
production of ramie plants per 
acre in the green state range 
up to 45 tons per season. 

The ramie deal is being pion- 
eered by the International Ramie 
company, Humbolt bank build- 
ing, 785 Market street, San Fran- 
cisco 3, California. This organ- 
ization has material available 
concerning ramie that is being 
sent out on request.

ESTABLISHED ON THREE RANCHES 


By RALPH L. WORRELL 
Assistant Farm Advisor 
Four series of grain fertilizer 
trials have recently been estab- 
lished in Tulare County to deter- 
mine the most profitable type of 
fertilizer practice. Two of these 
trials are located on the Paul 
Zimmerman ranch near Ducor, 
one on the Julius Damann ranch 
west of Strathmors end one on 
the Roger Brown ranch south 
of Tulare, 


In these trials we are contin- 
uing our efforts to develop in- 
formation on the best fertilizer 
to use on grain in Tulare county. 
Sixteen different combinations of 
nitrogen and phosphorus are in- 
cluded in each test, with several 


of them also including combina- 
tions of suphur and potash. 


The two Zimmerman trials will 
be dry-farmed, one on adobe soil 
and the other on red hardpan 
soil. The Damann trial is located 
on irrigated clay soil and the 
Brown trial on irrigated sandy 
loam soil. Thus most of the ma- 
jor soil types of Tulare county 
are being tested in the fertilizer 
experiment this year. 

Growers are invited to stop in 
at these ranches and observe the 
progress of the fertilizer experi- 
ments’ throughout the spring.

Porfitable Swine Production Indicated 
By Supply-Demand Ratio In California 


By ROBERT H. ANDERSON

The 1948 pig crop in Califor- 
nia was estimated at 866,000 
head or 13 per cent more than 
in 1947. This 1948 crop is the 
largest since the record high crop 
of 1,153,000 head which was 
produced in 1943. The state’s 
crop this last fall was placed at 
396,000 head, 10 per cent great- 
er than in 1947, but 13 per cent 
below the 1937-46 average fall 
pig crop. 

The 1949 spring pig crop fore- 
cast as reported by farmers in 
the United States indicate about 
a 10 per cent increase over the 
Spring of 1948. 

California farmers, however, 
can feel safe as far as the swine 
industry is concerned because 
the demand for pork in Califor- 
nia is much greater than the 
supply. In other words there is 
room for expansion. Feed prices 
are right and the ratio of hog 
prices and feed prices are favor- 
able for profitable pork produc- 
tion.
